THE FATAL ACCIDENT AT A GAM- 
BLING HOUSE. 

The adjourned enquiry concerning the 
death of Yung Asam, the man who appeate 
to have met. his death in attempting to 
escape from the police on Saturday last, 
was held this afternoon at tho Magistracy 
before the Coroner, Mr HE. B, Wodehouse, 
and the jury consisting of Messrs G. 
"Stewart, J. Lamko.and M. A, Carvalho. 


Sergt. Butlin deposed tint on thu even- 
ing of the 4th inst., -about 8 p.m, he enter- 
ed honse No, 16 Station Street on the war- 
rant produced, On going up to the first 
fluor, with P. ©. 34, he found about thirty 
men. playing fantan. “The trap decor wag 
open when witness cntcred, and he closed it 
behind him. -Ag soon ua the gamblers saw 
witness they made a rush to the windows, 
whonce thay dropped upen a sunshade 
halfway down to the street. Some es- 
eaped by a ladder in the cockhouse on to 
the roof, On lvoking™ out of the win- 
dows, after arresting five. of the gam- 
pblers, he. wiw two or three men lying 
in the astrest, and went duwn to see 
what was the matter. Ho went down and 
found the deceased and two other mon ly- 
ing in tho gutter. Witness went to No. 8 
Station for an atnbilance, but finding nune 
there, obtained chairs te take the injured 
men to Hospitnl. Witness then took the 
prisoners tu the Station, There waa a 
large crowd gathered around the house in 
Station Street. There vas a wooden 
sunshade under. both windows ‘of. the 
first floor of No. 16,, erected for the 
purposa of keeping the sun off the 
tailor's shop which ovcupicd the. ground 
floor. When he entered tha house wit- 
nees had not the warrant’ with him ; 
it was in hisdesk. The warrant was dated
